Stadden has been separated from 
his wife and family,liv ing in Spring­ 
field, 111., for fiv e years, and, it is 
reported, has applied for a div orce. 
He has charge of his company’s 
business west of Chicago, and is 
one of the best-k nown insurance 
men in the west. 
He says he was 
simply befriending Mrs. Stoll, who, 
he says, has been misused by her
